ing along In a few weeks, mid innny 
of the Interior elevators slill loaded 
with last year's grain. These eleva- 
tors must be cleared, if tho new crop 
is to be taken care of. And to move 
the crop, enormous credits are called 
tor, but in the present tight money 
market these credits are not to be had. 


These movements of trade and in- 


dustry seem so vast and incomprehen- 
sible, that the average citizen gazes 
nt them helpless. 
But there is just 


one thing he can do. By saving his 
money and banking it, ho can help 
finance this difficult situation. 


The average citizen cannot provide 


freight cars. 
But if he will save 


some of the money he might ordina- 
rily have spent, the banks will take 
his funds and use them to help move 
the crops. Then when the crops are 
taken care of, the money can bo used 
to build tho needed freight cars with. 


The present difficulties aro perfectly 


remediable. 
But to meet them takes 


tlie co-operation of every citizen in hia 
own quiet way. We must all help. 


FLAG DAY
